More Light 


American industry, like the dying Goethe, is crying for 


"more light." The benefit to be derived from it, as reported 
•by a lightning research laboratory, is almost increditr^e." 


Tests'just completed are said to indicate that better light- 


ing would add 52,500,000,000 a year to the production of 
American industry. 


This conclusion is based largely on the resXilts obtained in a 


fuctory making automobile bearings. With other factors all 
remaining the same it was.found that the addition of light 
costing 2.3 per cent as much .as the pay .roll so improved _ the 
efficiency of the workers that it raisedjhe production as much 
as would have been done by a 12.5 per cent increase in the 
number of employees. This better lighting, after paying for 
itself, was like a gift of one unpaid workman for e;?ery ten 
employed in the factory.

tests in many kinds of work all uphold these conclusions. 


And there are other important benefits. Not only do the work- 
ers, seeing better, produce more per day,- but what they do is 
better done; They are more cheerful too, and the better light 
saves their eyes and conserves their health. 


Similar observations show the value of good lighting on 


city streets to prevent accidents and promote traffic. On a 
well lighted street,traffic can move faster and more safely than 


• it can on a poorly lighted street. In many places traffic jams 
must be avoided in this way. 


Offices and other places where dear vision is important are 


hardly ever as well lighted as they should be for the most 
effective results. 


Often a room can be made light enough merely by using 


lighter colors on the-walls. But the lights themselves cost ab- 
surdly little for the value they give. Light-is one of the cheap- 
est things purchasable. It is estimated that while the cost of 
living has doubled in the last 20 years, artificial light now 
costs only 17 per cent of -what it did 20 years ago.

Mary N. Winslow, 
connected with the department, has just concluded a nation- 
wide survey of the situation and is authority for the statement 
that there are 2,000,000. married women working in industry 
and business as against Si5,000 in 1890. 


The most rapid proportionate, increase, and- perhaps the 


most alarming one, is seen in manufacturing and mechanical 
industries. In this phase of work the increase of women en- 
gaged at the present.is only-seven percent over that of -1890, 
but the increase in married women is 41 per cent. 


Miss Winslow believes that the solution lies in husbands 


earning insufficiently to support the home. Perhaps this is 
true. It might also be considered that the average American of 
moderate means'is. spending two-fold more on pleasure toda} 
than ever was spent. Thes automobile,-the radio, the moving 
pictures are giving the.-persons of moderate means a new in- 
terest in" life, to be sure, and if they are doing so at the ex- 
pense of the health of womanhood it is a serious condition.
